26. (Previously Added) The non-woven of Claim 25, wherein the 
modified polyethylene oxide) is modified from a poly(ethylene oxide) having an initial 
molecular weight before modification within the range of about 50,000 g/mol to about 
100,000 g/mol. 
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27 (Previously Added) The non-woven material of Claim 25, 
wherein the modified polyethylene oxide) is modified by the addition of an initiator. 

28 (Previously Added) The non-woven material of Claim 25, 
wherein the polar vinyl monomer is selected from the group consisting of polyethylene 
glycol) methacrylates an d 2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate.
